A 'few years ago boatload of coal 
was sont from, Shanghai’ north of-the river on 
the Grand Canal.» The boatman ‘enrried o pass 
from the Shanghai Taotal and moet with no 
detention till he rensohed the .Huaikuan, . the 
first, big_station on the Grand Canal. after 
passing Yangohow.
